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NOTES ON CONNECTICUT PLANTS. 


C. U. Hisskll. 


Aghostis canina L. Hillside on border ol‘ woods, Sharon (C. 
A. UCafhrrhi/, R. If . Woodward d' C. II. lii.'i.srU). First found in an 
autumnal state with decumbent culms aiul forming clusters of leaves 
at each joint giving the plant a most peculiar appearance. 

SciKFUS Smithii Gray. Gravelly shore of Pocotopaug Lake,' 
Chatham (R. W. Woodward & C. II. Risscll). 

SciRPUS Smithii Grav, var. .sktosi:.s Fernald. Wet alluvial soil 
below the dam at Beach Pond, Voluntown (C. II. Ri'ittell). This 
variety has not before been reported from Connecticut. 

Hkmicauimia micrantha (V'ahl) Pa.x. Sandy beaches, Pocotopaug 
Lake, Chatham, and ('ongamond Lakes, Sulfield {R. W. Woodicard. 

C. II. BisscU). Both the.se localities arc extensions of range for this 
rare little sedge. 

Ryn'chospora capillagea Torr. Open grassy moist border of 
Bea.slick Pond, Salisbury (Mrs. C. S. Phelps). 

The margin of Beaslick Pond is of botanical interest because there, 
within a space not more than a rod square, can be found growing 
three very rare sedges, Rynchospora rapilhwra, not before reported 
from Connecticut, Carex Crawei, known in the state only from this 

localitv and rare in anv case so far south, and Scleria verticillata

hardly known elsewhere in New England. This last named species 
was formerlv known at another localitv in Salisbnrv but has been 

•/ • t 

destroyed there by flooding from a dam. 

Carex af:stivaeis M. A. Curtis. Hillside woods and shaded road¬ 
sides, .scattered over quitx; an extent of territory, Norfolk (R. lU. 
Woodward (t* C. II. BisscU). This rare sedge wjis first found in Con¬ 
necticut by A. E. Blewitt in June, 1909, in Salisbury; in Sept., 1909, 
Prof. M. L. Fernald found it in (^-olebrook, .so it is now known from 
three localities, all in the northwestern part of the state. 

Carex novae-angli.\e Schwein. Hillside, in rocky woods, pre¬ 
ferring the more open places, Norfolk, near Grant’s Station (R. W. 
Woodward & C. IT. BisscU). The plant was plentiful over a section 
of perhaj)s an jicre in extent; it has not before been reported from tlie 
state.

Before tliis known in New Imgland 
only from a swamp in Franklin, where it was collected 1)\ ^Ir. R. .

Chenopodhjm GL.M’ci’M I>. .\l)out railroad tracks at (,'cinaiin 
station, North ('anaan (M. L Fcrnald). In 1909 Prof. Fernald 
found only a few plants l)ut in 1910 they were plentiful and e.xtended 

for some distance along the tracks. 

Clem.atis vkhtk ii.i.AUis DC. Killingly, near the Rhode Island 
line (C. II. The ( omiecticut ( atalogue gives the eastern 

limit of this species as Bolton, unfortunately overlooking this locality. 

Trollifs laxfs Salish. Woods near Falls Village, (.’anaan (Mtss 
M. J. Wkiitiry). It is a pleasure to he able to record another locality 
for this plant as until now the ('ornwall locality was the only known 

one in New England. 

Rosa canina L. Roadsides and border of fields, Portland (Mrs. 
F. IF. Sfarmrr), Salisbury (Mrs. C. S. Fhrlp.'t). A rather rare escape. 
Rosa nitida Willd. Old pasture Imrdering cedar swamp, Plain- 

field (C. II. Bmell). This specie's has not Ix'forc been known south

found the plants tei be of this variety. This is a plant of the South¬ 
west and must have' be'cn introeluce'el at this place where it has spread 
and there are now many shrnbs. Not bcfeire re'corded from the state. 

Lespesez.\ HiRT.v (E.) Ilorncin., var. ejBLOXGiFOLi.A Britton. 
Glastonbury (Mrs. F. IF. Sfarnirr). This variety .seems ne)t to have 
been previously recoreleel north of New Je'rseiy anel its occurrence here 

is quite an e.xtension of range. 

Lechea marirtima I/eggett, var interior Robinson. Roadsides 
and open woods in sanely soil, Enfield anel Suffielel (Ft. TI. 11 ooduard 

This material is neit e.xactly typical; it has the 

pubescence anel small poel of this variety, but the inflorescence is 
inclined to be elongated as in L. intermedia rather than pyramielal, 

as it should be in this variety. 

Hedeom.a hispida Pursh. Dry sanely hillsiele, Portland (C. II. 
Bi.9seU). Apparently native at this le)cality. Kneiwm from only 
one other locality in the state anel there seemingly introeluceel. 
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Pycxanthemum Torrei Benth. Drv rockv woods, New' Haven 

(R. W. W 00(1 ward <£,* C. II. Bi.ssdl). Not before reported from the 
state. 

\ ERONic.A Anwg.allis-aqi'.atica L. ]\Ioist ground along railroad 
in a little cut near the (’anaan railroad station, North Canaan (C. A. 
Weatlwrhy). Mr. Weatherby collected this in the fall of 1909, when 
the plant was in too poor comlition to furnish good material, but 
determined it as above. In the summer of 1910 Dr. E. L. Greene, 
not knowing of Mr. Weatherbv’s collection, di-scovered the .same local¬ 
ity. Dr. Greene informs me that he does not find anv 
specimens that e.xactly match his material but there seems to be no 
other name for our plant at pre.sent. There w'as an old report of this 
species from East Hartford but this was later proved to be an error. 

The North Cana an locality is thus the only one in the stat(“ for this 
speci(‘.s. 

M n C'liELLA REPEN.s L., fomui leucocarpa, f. nov., fructu laete 
albo, ceteris formae typicae simillima.— Collected in Cornwall, Con¬ 
necticut, (luring the past summer by Miss M. J. Whitney. In the 
Bulletin of the Torrey Botanical Club iii. 43 (1872) th<;re appeared 
(over the initials S. W. A.) a note n'cording the discovery of a white- 
berried form of Mitchella at Canaan, Connecticut. Mi.ss Whitney 
to whom I am indebted for specimens states that she has know'ii of a 
colony for .several years which alwavs has white fruit. .Vs it is evident 


that the form has perpetuated it.self or at least has persisted for a 
considerable time, it seems worthv of a name.' 

SoLiD.xGO CAXADENSi.s L. Alluvial soil along Farmington River, 
New Hartford, {C. II. Bi.s'.s'dl). This is th(* secoufl report(‘d locality 
for this species in the state, th(‘ other beiiig Schhui’s Cove, Lyme. 

Aster LowMiiEAXUs Port(*r. Rocky woods, (.'heshire (.1. K. 
Blrwiff it* C. II. Bi ,'at(Il). Many plants ijicluding s(jme of the var. 

LAXCEOLATUS Port(T and al.so intermediate forms.

NOTES OX CERTAIN LEGI:M1N0SAE.

The recent note by Mr. Walter Deane, in Rhodora for November, 
1910, has prompted me to publish the following information in regard 
to Dr.stiiodium canr.strns (L.) DC. and other .species of the same family. 

I)cfimodiu VI cavr.'icni .9 (L.) D(,’. I first collected Sept. 4, 1898, in 
Natick, Mass. The station at that time contained but a few vigor¬ 
ous plants. It is on W oodland Street, between Natick and South 
Natick, in gravelly soil. The oak woods in the vicinity are full of 
various other more common species of Dvsmodvum and Lrsprdrza. 

I revisited the station in August, 1907, and again, Aug. 29, 1908, the 
latter time with Mt'ssrs. .1. R. Churchill and H. A. Purdie. We found 
that the jilant had spread considerably, occupying both sides of the 
road for a rod or more. The plant seemed flouiishing. but on account 
of tlic dry season had produced but little fruit. 

Li'.spi’drza capitala Michx., var. relutina (Bic’knell) Fernald, 1 have 
collected but once, in dry sand at Pelham, N. H. It is a very definite 
vari(*ty, and the name is well chosen, for its .soft tomentum is entirely 
different to the touch, from the silky or glabrate forms of the type. 
Tlu' date of this collection was Oct. 11, 1902. 

r/c/V; fcfraspi’rma (L.) Moench. grows abundantly in the edge of 

oak woods near the salt mar.sh at East Weymouth, Mass. It had 
already begun to fruit at the time of its collection, June 6, 1908. I 
have found it beside the sea at ('astine. Me., and on a railroad em-
